Iahlia  qardens  enter  this  year  upon  tlieir  tenth  season.  We 
might  dwell  at  length  upon  the  experiences  of  these  years,  especially  with 
reference  to  the  problems  of  climate,  but  the  results  speak  for  themselves  in  the  var- 
ieties of  Dahlias  we  offer.  It  has  been  our  constant  aim  to  obtain  and  offer  only 
those  Dahlias,  which,  in  spite  of  the  hot,  dry  summers  of  the  mid-west,  have  the  re- 
quisites of  satisfactory  varieties.  These  we  consider  freedom  of  bloom,  pleasing- 
color,  good  stems  and  good  keeping'  qualities. 

During  the  past  several  seasons,  we  tried  out  many  leading  Dahlias  of 
Holland,  England,  the  Pacific  Coast  and  Eastern  States.  While  many 
were  unsuccessful  here,  we  discovered  some  splendid  varieties  among'  them.  These 
we  offer  for  the  first  time  this  season  in  collections,  as  our  stock  is  insufficient  to  just- 
ify a catalogue.  A large  number  of  these  Dahlias  were  in  the  Autumn  and  Art 
shades  and  a few  in  the  stronger  colors.  Many  flowers  were  gigantic  in  size,  ap- 
proaching eight  and  nine  inches  in  diameter,  without  disbudding-. 

We  are  offering  two  collections  this  season,  one  including  a selection  of 
these  newer  varieties,  for  those  who  wish  “something  different,”  an  as- 
sortment of  harmonizing  colors  and  varied  forms  with  a predominance  of  autumn 
shades:  the  other  including^  only  improved  and  modern  standard  varieties  of  a beauti. 
ful  range  of  color  and  form.  These  collections  will  arouse  the  keenest  admiration 
of  all  who  see  them,  for  their  wonderful  beauty  and  effectiveness.
